three years. 
Tn November, 1939, 
city relief, including adm inistra­ 
tion. cost $5,649.85, he said, and in 
November, 1938, $4,522.38. 
W ith the city handling 125 relief 
families, including 429 people dur­ 
ing November, 
actual cost per 
fam ily for the m onth was $10.19 
and per person was $2.97.

United S tates Arm y Air Corps 
is experim enting w ith four-pound 
cannon projectiles to see if they 
can be packed w ith high explo­ 
sives, it w as learned today. 
Should these experim ents prove 
successful, 
A m erican

bearing planes will be converted 
into 
form idable instrum ents 
of 
death, capable of blasting att ene­ 
my airship out of the sky w ith a 
single hit. 
The tests follow acceptance by 
the A rm y of the Bell A ircraft 
Com pany’s g re a t 400-mile-an-hour 
"airacobra,” a single seater fig h t­ 
ing plane which m ounts a 37 m il­ 
lim eter cannon in its nose. 
This plane as it now' stands is 
capable of firing, at the rate of 
30 a m inute, projectiles which are 
one and a half inches in diam eter 
and which weigh four pounds. 
These projectiles, however, do 
not explode, differentiated from 
shells, 
which are bullets 
loaded 
with explosives set to burst when 
the targ et is hit. 
N ever in the history of air w ar­ 
fare 
have planes been 
equipped 
with shell-firing guns, it was said. 
Prior to the present war, fig h t­ 
ing 
a irc ra ft could not 
m ount 
larger guns th an .50 calibre m a­ 
chine guns, which fire projectiles 
Jess than one third the size of the 
37 mm cannon.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 2—Dodging rifle fire from Rom anian frontier 
forces, hundreds of refugees from Romanian Iron G uard terrorism have 
paddled in crowded, half-swam ped canoes across the Danube River in­ 
to Bulgaria, according to reports in Budapest today. 
Pitiful stories poured into this city, telling of men, women and chil­ 
dren, terrified of Iron Guard violence, climbing through windows in 
their night-clothes to escape roving bands of the green shirts and then 
crossing the river in tiny craft. 
Many of the refugees who left theii homes and m ast of their posses­ 
sions in the dead of night w ere said to have been killed by Romanian 
border 
guards 
as 
they 
sought 
sanctuary. 
O thers drowned as their unsea­ 
w orthy craft capsized in the rivef 
rapids. Those who survived ow-ed 
their lives to the darkness. P en­ 
niless 
and 
hungry, 
those 
who 
reached the Bulgarian shore were 
placed under charge of Bulgarian 
authorities. M any of the refugees 
were governm ent employees and 
m any wrere Jews. 
The m ass flight coincided with 
reports of a new' but brief e a rth ­ 
quake

which increased tile alarm of re ­ 
sidents of the Romanian capital.

Another 
body, recovered Saturday, was in 
a Cadiz funeral home, four miles 
away. 
Meanwhile, weary crews dogged­ 
ly pressed forward through tons 
of earth and rock in their search 
for the other 
four 
victims, Bob 
Dinger, Jess Rayl, John Smith and 
Bryan Griffith, New eave-ins and 
“bad air,” as well as black damp, 
the deadly gas which follows mine 
explosions, slowed up rescue ef­ 
forts in blast-torn Section 12, 460 
feet below the surface and 2,000 
feet from the main shaft.

Cadiz, which had scheduled its 
annual Christmas parade for to­ 
day, postponed the festivities for 
a week as a gesture of. respect and 
grieving for the mine victims. 
While no official verdict as to 
the cause of the blast was forth­ 
coming from state inspectors or 
company officials, 
John 
Ovens, 
Ohio district president of the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers, blamed the ex­ 
plosion on accumulated gas. 
‘‘The blast could have been pre­ 
vented if we had adequate regula­ 
tion and inspection of mines,” he 
asserted. 
A bill providing for the estab­ 
lishment of a federal bureau of 
mine inspection is now pending be­ 
fore the national house of repre­ 
sentatives.

Schools Can Help 


lf. as I say, these facts are true 
—and they have been arrived ut by 
long painstaking observation and 
are not disputed so far as I know 
by any competent authority—the 
part that the school can play in 
helping to reduce the danger must 
be obvious. 
The open air classroom provides 
a deterrent to the advance of tu­ 
berculosis in childhood, and un­ 
doubtedly prevents the develop­ 
ment of the adult type of the di­ 
sease in many instances. Pupils 
for open air classes arc selected 
in many ways. Sometimes a school 
nurse finds that home conditions 
of a child are not healthy. That 
they are, in fact, conducive to the 
development of. tuberculosis. So 
on general principles, she advises 


the child be put in the open air 
room. Others are picked up by 
school physicians, or sent in by 
family physicians or clinics. 
Children Should Be Tested 
The ideal thing would be to have 
all the children of kindergarten 
age tested with a tuberculin test. 
The patch test does not require 
any scratching of the skin, or 
break in the skin in any way. In 
the kindergarten age only about I 
per cent of the children react posi­ 
tively to the tuberculin test. Fur­ 
ther examination is unnecessary 
because it ean be assumed that the 
positive reactors have some degree 
of active tuberculosis. 
At later 
ages this is not true, because 
everyone who has had an infec­ 
tion, recovered from it and devel­ 
oped an immunity, will react. 
The open air classroom builds 
up resistance by healthy open air 
environment, extra lunches, rest 
periods on cots, and careful super­ 
vision of the nutrition of the child 
which is the key to successful heal­ 
ing of the tuberculous process. 
The medical examinations, weigh­ 
ing, and charting of progress, tak­ 
ing temperature and pulse rate at 
regular intervals, make for a 
scientific attempt at prevention. 
These were entirely missed with 
the haphazard methods of family 
care practiced forty years ago, 
when they waited on symptoms to 
appear before doing 
anything 
about it.
